A Significant Survey 

A highly significant survey concerning public use of 
private lands has just been released by the American 
Forest Institute. It covers 65.7 million acres of land of 
which 57.8 million acres — or 88.2 per cent of all the 
industry lands in the United States — are owned by 
the 234 companies that participated in the survey. 

Here are the facts: 61.4 million acres of private 
lands included in the survey are open to hunters in sea¬ 
son. Hunters may enter nearly 50 million acres of this 
vast area without even a company permit or fee. Small 
fees are charged on only 2 million acres. More than 
86,000 miles of company roads are open free to the public 
as are 14,000 miles of hiking trails. Many companies oper¬ 
ate parks with complete facilities for camping, picnicking, 
boating, swimming, etc. Expenditures of the forest in¬ 
dustry on recreation are over $7 million annually. 

Another significant aspect of the survey is the ap¬ 
parent lack of public appreciation of outdoor recreational 
opportunities. It shows that estimated losses to the timber 
industry from vandalism total $436,000 each year. This 
vandalism includes destruction of signs, garbage dump¬ 
ing, theft of company property and damage to company 
equipment.
